St. Paul’s Episcopal Church opens their doors to bicyclists

St. Paul’s Episcopal Church 
opened their doors to tours for 
the Ride the Fault Line bicyclists 
who were in Hickman on Thurs¬ 
day, June 18 and Friday, June 
19. Hickman, Ky. was one of the 
stops for the cyclists who trav¬ 
eled from Missouri, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Kentucky during 
their 400 mile trip, which includ¬ 
ed a ride on the Dorena-Hickman 
Ferry. 

Marian Kay Roberts, a St. Paul 
church member, played music 
for those who toured the church 
and also provided some histori¬ 
cal information about the church, 
which was officialy founded in 
1843 by the Rev. Nathaniel New- 
lin Cowgill. Cowgill brought his 
family by flatboat down the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers to Mills 
Point, now Hickman. 

The cornerstone of the first 
church building was laid in April, 
1843 on a Carroll Street lot. The 
building was so badly damaged 
during the Civil War by Union 
troops who used it as a stable that 
it had to be torn down. The new 
brick church building was com¬ 
pleted in 1874. 

In 1896, it was determined 
a building “on top of the hill” 
would be more accessible to its 
members. Utilizing much of the 


material from the old one, the 
church building was completed 
in 1899 and still in use by the 
congregation. It is known for its 


architectural beauty and is listed 
as a Landmark in the Kentucky 
Register of Historic Places. 

A vacated short order restau¬ 
rant in West Hickman was ob¬ 
tained in 1942 by church mem¬ 


bers, and moved up the hill to a 
site next to the church building. 
St. Paul’s had its Parish House, 
and had opened its doors to vari¬ 
ous organizations in the commu¬ 
nity.

My wife and I are in our 
twenties. We have no debt and 
$50,000 in the bank. Our income 
is $90,000 a year, and we’re 
cautious to live on less than we 
make. Still, we can’t seem to get 
motivated to make a budget. How 
can we get inspired to do this?

Dear Isaac, 

Two of the biggest motivators 
we have are pain and pleasure. 
Financially, you guys don’t have 
any pain. You’re killing it! So, 
we’re going to have to figure 
out something associated with 
pleasure. 

I think you need to look for 
something bigger than money 
to push you. You guys need to 
ask yourselves, “What are we 
saving for?” On a bigger scale, 
ask yourselves, “What can we do 
with this money?” 

It sounds to me like you both 
realize money can’t be the goal. 
And that’s a good thing. You 
guys are obviously smart, gifted 
people. I’m sure you have ideas 
and goals, dreams and desires. 
Talk about them and write them 
down. By doing this, you’ll be 
taking the first steps toward 
making these things reality. When 
you have something specific that 
you want money to do, it gives 
you a reason to make it behave. 

God calls us to manage well 
the resources He gives us, so that 
we’re able to do good things for 
His kingdom and His people. 
Broke people can’t give, so my 
advice would be to use your 
talents and resources for the good 
of others.

Dear Dave, 

My husband and I work and 
live in an RV. The vehicle is 
paid for, and I’d like to upgrade 


to a larger one, but that would 
mean taking out a $30,000 loan. 
We have $30,000 in savings, 
including our emergency fund, 
and we make $55,000 a year. 
What are your thoughts?

Dear Renee, 

I think what you’re doing with 
your lives is kind of cool. But I 
can’t advise financing something 
that will go down in value as 
quickly as an RV. I wouldn’t even 
do it on the basis that it’s going to 
be your primary residence. 

Let’s look at things from a 
different angle. First of all, I 
think your emergency fund is a 
little high. I recommend three to 
six months of expenses, and on 
a household income of $55,000, 
holding $20,000 in reserve would 
be a lot. If you kept $15,000 in 
the bank, that would leave you 
with $15,000. If you’re talking 
about a $30,000 upgrade, you’d 
only need to save up another 
$15,000. 

See where I’m going with 
this? With a little patience and 
planning, you can have your 
upgrade in the not-too-distant 
future and still have the peace of 
mind that goes with knowing you 
have a reasonable emergency 
fund sitting in the bank!

Chronic lower respiratory 
diseases - including chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease 
(COPD) - are the third-leading 
cause of death in the U.S. Even 
so, research has suggested that 
many people at risk of COPD are 
still unaware of the disease. This 
disease is known for taking your 
breath away. 

In a survey carried out 
earlier this year by the COPD 
Foundation indications show 
that many patients have reached 
a “severe” or “very severe” 
disease state by the time of 
diagnosis. The survey also 
suggested that COPD sufferers 
may need more education 
and better dialogue with their 
physicians to effectively manage 
potentially life-threatening 
COPD complications known as 
exacerbations (or flare-ups). 

Passage of air blocked

and end in smaller tubes called 
bronchioles - provide a clear 
passage for air to travel to tiny 
balloon-like air sacs (alveoli) at 
the end of the bronchioles. When 
you inhale, the alveoli fill up, and 
when you exhale, they deflate - 
but in COPD, two underlying 
conditions (emphysema and 
chronic bronchitis), occurring 
singly or jointly, impede this 
process, 

“Bronchitis causes the 
bronchioles to become inflamed 
and blocked with mucus,” 
explains Jack J. Adler, MD, 
associate clinical professor of 
medicine at Mount Sinai. “In 
emphysema, inflammation 
damages the alveoli and they 
lose their elasticity. As a result, 
the bronchioles collapse and air 
is trapped inside the lungs.” 

Trapped air makes it difficult 
to take in sufficient air with each 
following inhalation. Shortness 
of breath is the result, along with 
a chronic cough and mucus with 
bronchitis, and more frequent 
chest infections. Less oxygen 
in the blood can cause a bluish 
tint (cyanosis) to the lips and 
fingernails; while a buildup 
of carbon dioxide, due to the 
inability to exhale properly, may 
cause headaches. “In advanced 
COPD, the heart has to work 
harder to force blood through 
the lungs, and heart failure can 
result,” says Dr. Adler. 

Delayed diagnosis 


Early detection of COPD is 
critical to slowing its progression, 
but in the study we reference, 
respondents indicated that they 
experienced COPD symptoms 
for an average of two years and 
nine months prior to diagnosis. 
At time of diagnosis, 39 percent 
were at a severe or very severe 
stage of the disease. 

Dr. Adler points out that COPD 
develops slowly, over many 
years. “It tends to occur most 
often in people who are older, 
who may dismiss their symptoms 
as being part of the normal aging 
process or a sign that they’re out 
of shape,” he notes.

The Japanese Beetles are back 


Ben Rudy, Fulton County 
Extension Agent for Agriculture 
and Natural Resources 
If you have not noticed on 
your landscaping plant or in your 
garden, the Japanese Beetles 
have started to show up. Japanese 
beetles are small metallic green 
beetles with copper-brown wing 
cover (7/16” in length) that begin 
to emerge from the ground in 
June. Individual beetles live for 
30-45 days, with the peak season 
for the beetles around mid-July. 
The beetles will feed on over 300 
species of plants, but one plant 
I usually first see the beetles on 
our rose bushes at the house. 

There are four means of 
controlling Japanese Beetles: 
plant selection, physical removal, 
botanicals, and chemical. 

• Plant selection - By 
selecting plant material for your 
landscape that are less attractive

to beetles will reduce some of 
the frustration in this annual 
battle. Plants such as maples, 
dogwood, ash, sweetgum, oak, 
rhododendron, lilac, and most 
evergreen ornamentals suffer 
from little to no damage from 
Japanese Beetles. The use of some 
of these plants would require in 
some cases significate landscape 
modifications on homeowners. 

• Physical removal - Removal 
of the beetles by using pheromone 
traps or hand removal/separation. 
High value plants like roses can 
be covered with fine netting 
or cheesecloth during peak 
infestation, but are less attractive 
to the eye. Removing the beetles 
by hand or gently shaking the 
plant during the early morning 
while temperatures are cool 
and letting the beetles fall into 
a bucket of soapy water during 
the non-peak times of the season

can help reduce the population 
on your plants. The more beetles 
that are around attract even 
more beetles. More recently 
pheromone traps have become 
available, these traps are not 
recommended as they only trap 
a small number of the Japanese 
beetle as they attract more and 
more. 

• Botanical alternatives - Neem 
or pyrethrins can give short-term 
protection from light to moderate 
beetle pressure. Insecticidal soap; 
extracts of garlic, hot pepper, or 
orange peels; and companion 
planting, however, are generally 
ineffective. 

According to Lee Townsend, 
UK Entomology Extension 
Specialist, many insecticides 
are labeled for use against adult 
Japanese beetles, if control is 
needed. Pyrethroid products 
such as cyfluthrin (Tempo 20 
WP), bifenthrin, deltamethrin, 
1-cyhalothrin (Malathion), and 
permethrin can provide about 
2 weeks of residual protection. 
Carbary 1 (Sevin) can give 5 
to 7 days of control, however 
these products are toxic to 
bees and repeated applications 
can contribute to spider mite 
infestations. Please read and 
follow the label when using these 
products.

Obama’s Court 
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through state-run exchanges. 

Obamacare’s genius designers 
admit they did not include sub¬ 
sidies for Americans purchasing 
insurance through exchanges es¬ 
tablished by the feds because they 
know the Constitution doesn’t 
empower Washington to force 
states to establish exchanges. 

Instead, they made subsidies 
available only through state-run 
exchanges, believing that such a 
policy ploy would result in mak¬ 
ing it impossible for states to re¬ 
sist the easy money of subsidies 
dangled in front of both legisla¬ 
tors and their constituent-recipi¬ 
ents of those benefits. 

While Kentucky was one of 
13 states and the District of Co¬ 
lumbia to take the bait, 37 states 
refused - an indication not only 
of Obamacare’s unpopularity 
outside the Beltway but also of 
just how deep state lawmakers’ 
concerns run over the reform’s 
uncontained costs, unknown con¬ 
sequences and uncertain future. 

Obama responded by ordering 
the beloved IRS to issue a regu¬ 
lation providing subsidies for 
health insurance purchased on 
federal exchanges, notwithstand¬ 
ing the law that bears his own 
name. 

The fact that the law allows 
mandates on employers and indi¬ 
viduals to provide and purchase 
coverage only where subsidies 
apply means Obamacare could 
implode if the court rules with 
King, the petitioner. 

“They would be pulling the 
fangs out of Obamacare,” David 
Adams, a vocal critic of the re¬ 
form in Kentucky, said. 

However the court rules, 
Obama is likely to pressure Con¬ 
gress to “just fix three words and 
millions can keep their cover¬ 
age,” a Leavitt Partners report 
designed to assist governors and 
state legislators develop a pro¬ 
ductive response to the court’s 
ruling, states. 

But the Leavitt study encour¬ 
ages governors and state legisla¬ 


tors to seize the opportunity to 
go to Washington - literally - in 
bipartisan fashion to push the ad¬ 
ministration for the flexibility to 
“advocate solutions that enhance 
federalism,” noting that “the ad¬ 
ministration has not shown great 
flexibility on ACA implementa¬ 
tion affecting states.” 

University of Kentucky econo¬ 
mist John Garen isn’t overly opti¬ 
mistic about “the present admin¬ 
istration” granting waivers that 
would allow states to try some 
more innovative health-care and 
insurance policies. 

“But if a group of 15-20 states 
presents a unified set of waivers, 
then who knows?” Garen, Ph.D., 
said. 

While Kentucky, because it 
lawfully offers handouts to sub¬ 
sidize 70 percent of the 109,000 
Kentuckians obtaining insurance 
through Kynect, the state ex¬ 
change, may not initially be as di¬ 
rectly affected by the King ruling 
as states with federal exchanges, 
the commonwealth could ulti¬ 
mately be impacted in both posi¬ 
tive and detrimental ways. 

Negatively, if Kentucky keeps 
its exchange and accompany¬ 
ing mandates, it will stand alone 
among its seven neighboring 
states - none of which have state 
exchanges but would all benefit 
by having the court pull the plug 
on Obama’s illegality and chaos. 

Positively, the Bluegrass State 
could profit greatly from a return 
to federalism that allows experi¬ 
ments on interjecting free-market 
principles into health-care poli¬ 
cies in the states, the laboratories 
of democracy. 

More on why and how that 
can happen in my next column 
- whether the King still has his 
fangs or not.

Emily Akin presented a talk 
and slide show at a recent meeting 
of the Fulton County Genealogi¬ 
cal Society. While researching 
her family history, she became 
interested in the epitaphs written 
that accompanied the aged and 
weathered stones.

Hatchie Creek, Fayette County 
Tennessee’November 18, 1864. 

Epitaphs that can stimulate the 
imagination: Thomas F. Rogers: 
‘wantonly and maliciously shot 
at a primary election’. Bill Blake: 
‘who was hanged by mistake.’ 
One that just read: ‘He called 
Bill Smith a liar’. The inspira¬ 
tional epitaphs may have a Bible 
quote or simply read: ‘too good 
for earth; God called her home. 
Always remembered and shared 
are the ones like: ‘I told you I 
was sick’...Mel Blanc’s famous 
“That’s All Folks” or ‘Under this 
stone, a lump of clay, lies Jimmy 
Wyatt, who died one morning 
just at ten, and saved a dinner by 
it.’ 


Head stones can leave your 
legacy and she suggested writing 
your own epitaph. A good place 
to look if you are doing family 
research is a link findagrave.com 
to many cemeteries with intern¬ 
ments listed and in some cases 
pictures and history as well. Fa¬ 
ther, mother and siblings, etc.

Top story for University of 
Kentucky basketball fans this 
week involves 10 players getting 
rich on Thursday night, right? Karl 
Anthony Townes down to second 
round surprises, we’re familiar 
with the names already. 

It is not the top story. 

That would be elephant-in- 
the-room linkage between the 
following ... 

A Southeastern Conference mid- 
June report boasting unparallel 
prosperity and payout to 14 
schools. Along with an encyclical 
last Friday from University of 
Kentucky’s Board of Trustees. To 
Big Blue Nation basketball fans. 
Essentially, “if you want to continue 
watching the Wildcats D-League 
affiliate play in Rupp Arena, it’s 
going to cost you more.” 

• First, the $EC headline: 14 
Southeastern Conference schools 
will receive a record payout of 
$31.2 million this year. “An 
amazing take of $455.8 million last 
season,” the report said, “the 14 
conference universities are topping 
last year’s $20.9 million payout, 
increasing the take over $10 per 
school for 2015.” 

• Closer to home, June 19, a 
UK news release said its Board of 
Trustees had rubber stamped an 
annual athletic department budget 
of $123 million, $15 million more 
than last year. 

A what? 

“...to help offset a larger athletic 
budget, ticket prices to men’s 
basketball games will rise,” it said. 

By 13 to 21 per cent, a hike for 
season tickets. $950 for upper-level 
individual tickets from $840 last 
year. Lower arena tickets increase 
to $1,140 from $945. 

“Game ticket sales will generate 
$2.5 million for the university, the 
report said. 

And, (pssst!) the budget includes 
pay increases for the head coach 
and assistants. 

Pausing a moment for a mind 
boggle and head scratch, take a 
deep breath and look for numerical 
clarity ... 

• From the SEC surplus, UK 
receives $31.2 million, $10 million 
more than last year. UK’s board of 
trustees, with a $15 million budget 
increase, has a $15.2 million 
surplus and still its members had 
the audacity to squeeze fans at a 13 
to 21 per cent ticket price hike. 

What’s wrong with this picture? 
Nothing. Supply and demand. Just 
business. 

Addition by subtraction: 
Next step in eliminating fans 
unable or unwilling to pay more 
making available more tickets to 
those willing to pay and able to 
“get onto the priority list” to pay 
rights fee to purchase tickets in 
future. 

Those who cannot or won’t pay 
the price? “Step out of line, please, 
someone behind you is waiting.” 

Added to the charade (and 
a reminder to PR spin doctors 
at UK to spread out the timing 
on news releases), UK’s Mitch 
Barnhart was honored last week 
by Under Armour as Athletics 
Directors of the Year along with 
Chris Del Conte (TCU), Warde 
Manuel (UConn) and Ian McCaw 
(Baylor). 

On cue, UK president Eli 
Capilouto extolled the virtues 
of his co-CEO other-side-of- 
Euclid Avenue “for steady and 
successful leadership of University 
of Kentucky athletics program.” 

Really? 

• What successful business 
model rewards one whose budget 
requires a $15 million increase 
despite a $31.2 million windfall? 

• Beyond brag about ‘team GPA’ 
where is public accounting for 
student progress toward degrees 
and graduation rates in men’s 
basketball? 

• With University of North 
Carolina’s outlandish paper class 
fraud gone on for more than a 
dozen years as fair warning, where 
is a public accountability from a 
public university on what courses 
being selected by or for athletes 
and progress as students at a place 
of higher learning? 

• On another track, upgrades to 
Commonwealth stadium are amply 
reported, and still a spring survey 
said UK’s stadium ranks 13th of 
14 in the SEC. What impact on 
recruiting? 

• And now, 13 to 21 per cent

(NCRC), Digital Literacy, Soft 
Skills, Supplemental Criteria, 
Community Commitment, and 
Educational Obtainment. 

Those addressing the group 
included Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins, 
Jeff Campbell of Fulton City, 
and Eddie Crittendon, Director 
of Fulton County-Hickman 
County Economic Development 
Partnership, all of who are also 
serving on separate committees. 

Collins noted he was happy to 
see everyone come together at the 
table to attain this goal of Owen’s. 
“So wonderful to see us coming 
together for our community,” he 
said. “It takes all of us.” 

“I believe the state sees it 
as a way to have an advantage 
over others,” added Campbell. 
“It’s not an option, it is a 
requirement to have a trained 
and ready workforce in order for 


us to be inline for new industrial 
prospects. By 2017, it will be 
mandatory so this is critical for 
Fulton County.” 

Campbell also noted the 381 
new jobs created in the last two 
years and the $41.7 million 
dollar investment with the 
addition of Kayser, MVP, and 
Riverine Fisheries. “Fulton’s 
Paint the Town, The Four Rivers 
Foundation and increased ACT 
scores are just some of the 
significant and positive things 
happening in Hickman and 
Fulton,” Campbell said. “We 
need to remind people of these 
things.” 

The competition for attracting 
new industries has changed in 
the last eight years, Crittendon 
noted. “One of the big key 
components is the workforce,” 
he said. “Right to work, logistics, 
and rail, are important, as well, 
but the workforce is the driving

force.” 

Mary Anne Medlock with the 
PADD office and West Kentucky 
Workforce Board believes 
perception is also key. “When you 
drive through your community, 
what do you see?” she asked. “Do 
you see what was yesterday or do 
you see what is tomorrow?” 

Medlock pointed out that 223 
people in the labor force live and 
work in Fulton, 500 who live in 
Fulton leave to go to work, and 
1,200 come into the area to work. 
“These people purchase gas, 
lunch, and pick up necessities at 
the store before going home. This 
is a fabulous thing. Do you see a 
work force or not?” 

One goal is to help the 
community understand what 
the committee members already 
know. “Becoming a top 10 
Micropolitan with Obion County, 
Tenn., synergy has been created 
by everyone working together,” 
she added. “We need to continue 
what has been started by people 
like Mr. Campbell.” 

“The plan has to have six 
narratives, evidence of meetings 
which include sign in sheets 
and minutes, letters of support 
from local businesses, educators, 
college partners, and elected 
officials and resolutions from 
municipalities and school 
boards,” noted Owen. “All 
seven committees will work 
individually and together with 
the Community Commitment 
Sub-Committee, chaired by 
Medlock to compile the plans of 
the other six sub-committees and 
create a plan that will be written 
and submitted to the Kentucky 
Work Ready Committee in 
Frankfort by September 1, 2015. 
Also on Medlock’s committee 
include Crittendon, elected 
officials and city managers, both 
school superintendents, and other 
education partners and business 
leaders. 

The first sub-committee, 
High School Graduation Rate, 
is chaired by Fulton County 
Schools Superintendent Aaron 
Collins, and their task is to 
present a plan to reach 98% 
graduation rate by 2022. The 
present graduation rate is 98.7%. 
The goal of the committee is to 
work to maintain the current 
graduation rate. The plan will 
be written around sustainability, 
continuing to have students in 
the Four River’s Scholarship 
Foundation program to support 
them after graduation, and to 
partner with Adult Education for 
an Adult Education Program at 
the high school (AEP). 

The NCRC (National 
Career Readiness Certificate) 
sub-committee is chaired by 
Crittendon with Jen Coulson as 
the team leader. This committee 
has to present a plan to reach 9% 
of the working population (18- 
64) holding NCRC’s within three 
years and 15% within five years. 
The present NCRC rate is 5.35%. 
The goals of the committee are to 
recruit employers to offer testing; 
get local organizations involved 
to help cover the cost and provide 
NCRC awareness; encourage 
current employees to take the 
test; and to have the Economic 
Development Partnership 

possibly budget money to test 
employees, up to 100 a year. 


BrendaMahan, Gifted/Talented 
Four River Districts Instructor 
and Vice Chairman of the Four 
River’s Scholarship Foundation, 
is chairing the Educational 
Attainment Sub-Committee. 
They have to present a plan to 
raise the educational attainment 
to 32% within three years and 
39% within five years, as well as 
a plan to reduce the percentage 
of working age adults (18-64) 
without a high school diploma 
or GED by 3% in three years 
and 5% in five years. The goals 
of the committee are to collect 
information on adult education 
in the community; work with the 
schools to identify students who 
drop out of high school in order to 
encourage them to get their GED; 
work with employers to survey 
employees about hours needed 
to obtain a two-year or four-year 
degree; look for possible grants 
to help off-set the cost of college; 
utilize the community computer 
labs provided by Murray State 
University to provide programs 
and accessibility to college 
classes;investigateandimplement 
Project Graduate; and to explore 
possible employer incentive 
plans for completing a degree or 
attaining more education. 

Digital Literacy is the fourth 
sub-committee and it is chaired 
by Ward Morgan, Engineering 
Technician for Hickman-Fulton 
Counties RECC. Ward and his 
team have to present a plan for 
Fulton County to have broadband 
availability. The county must 
have 3 Mbs or greater speeds 
available to 90% of the housing 
units unless it is cost prohibitive

Skills training. 

The last sub-committee, 
Supplemental Criteria, is 
chaired by Fulton County Area 
Technology Center Principal 
Terry Sullivan. This committee 
has to present a plan that shows 
the total number of industry- 
recognized credentials in Fulton 
County among the working 
age (18-64) population. This 
committee will be aided by 
West Kentucky Community and 
Technical College Director of 
Community Education, Kevin 
O’Neill. The committee’s goals 
are to investigate what certificates 
are available and/or needed for 
businesses and industries in our 
county and how to achieve buy-in 
from the businesses/industries for 
needed/eamed certificates. 

Committees will be working 
on their goals and meeting when 
needed working toward another 
meeting together before the 
deadline of August 15, when 
rough drafts of the narratives 
need to be turned in. “We will 
then have another large meeting 
to look over the drafts, make 
revisions, gain approval from the 
sub-committees before finishing 
the application and submitting 
it by August 30,” Owen said. 
“There is a great deal of work to 
be done between now and then, 
but it can be done.” 


where there must be 1.5 Mpbs 
available to 90% of the housing 
units. The county has met this 
goal with 98.2% of the county 
having 3 Mbs or greater speeds 
available to the 90% or more of 
the housing units. Additional 
ideas of this committee are to 
provide local training for social 
media; expand public access to 
the Internet; and promote the 
Murray State Computer Labs 
(eLearning centers) available in 
Fulton at the public library and 
Hickman at the Fulton County 
Office Building. 

Founder and Director of 
the Twin Cities Revitalization 
Foundation, Chairman of the Four 
River’s Scholarship Foundation, 
and retired CFO of the Burlington- 
Northern Santa-Fe Corporation, 
Jeff Campbell is chairing the 
Soft Skills sub-committee. 
Campbell’s committee has to 
present a plan to incorporate Soft 
Skills into the workforce. Soft 
Skills include those needed skills 
such as creativity, attendance, 
work ethic, motivation, and 
dependability. The committee has 
to develop a plan to address the 
development and credentialing 
for both secondary and post¬ 
secondary adult populations and 
provide evidence of educational, 
industrial, and business buy-in 
to the program. The committee 
has to have annual improvement 
goals for the program. The 
committee has set up goals of 
70% of the graduating seniors 
earning Work-Keys certificates; 
100% of the seniors participating 
in Soft Skills training; and 100% 
of new hires participating in Soft
